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| BOMBING PARIS NOW A HABIT. |

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ARMY VICE STORIES BRANDED FAISE 


OSTON, Mass., April 16.—The 
American uniform is living on 
a higher plane than the Amerti- 
ican in civil life. This is the con- 

clusion of Dr. Daniel A. Poling, asso- 
clate president and citizenship super- 
intendent of the United Societies of 
Christian Endeavor, who returned to 
day after a stay of five weeks with the 
soldiers of the United States in France. 
“The American soldier oversea is 
true to the finest traditions of Ameri- 
can arms,” said Dr. Poling. “The 
stories of wholesale drunkenness and 
vice are not true. The program of 
the American authorities in France is 
ther most comprehensive and aggres- 
sive ever attempted by a nation at war 
to keep her fighting men physically 
sound and morally fit. The fruits of 
the program are unmistakable. My 
word to the mothers and fathers of 
this country is one of reassurance and 
cheer.”

That Dr. Poling’s observations were 
made at first hand appears plain, as 
he visited first line trenches, was at 
one-time under shell fire while assist- 
ing the wounded, and on another oc- 
casion was gassed. When the Ger- 
mans made their first gas attack on 
United States troops Dr. Poling was 
caught in the deadly fumes. He was 
conscious of pain in the lungs and a 
disagreeable feeling generally, but was 
not overcome and did ndt realize what 
the trouble was until his condition was 
recognized by a physician, who told 
him he had been gassed and gave him 
immediate treatment. He witnessed, 
however, how terrible in its effects the 
gas could be, and among its victims 
saw three Americans who had been 
made insane. His experience with 
shell fire occurred when, catching the 
spirit of service, he entered the danger 
zone and came under fire while help- 
ing to carry a wounded German to the 
rear. 

Writing under date of March 4 and 
addressing himself “ To the young peo- 
ple of the churches of America, Gen. 
Pershing said: 


“I am giad to have the opportunity 
of sending you greetings and hearty 
approval of the concerted support the 
church forces of the country, through 
you, are giving the government. The 
great active moral influénce of the 
churches of America cannot fall to add 
power to the nation. { 

“After all, it is to the young people, 
whose vision reaches far into the fu- 
ture, and whose aggressiveness of 
spirit gives force to theif will, that 
the country looks for strength. Your 
efforts will serve to unite our people 
more closely in their determination to 
give the down trodden throughout the 
world the same free democracy that 


“we ourselves enjoy. 


“While the young people at home 
may be depended upon to do their full 


part, the soldiers who represent you, | 


encouraged by your loyalty; may be de- 
pended upon to give a good account of 
themselves in this battle for the prin- 
ciples of liberty.”

25 on the subject of war restrictions 


“I am following with great interest 
the war restrictions on alcoho! actual- 
ly enforced and those under consider 
ation in the United States.

Prohibition is of such im to 
the cause of the entente allies, in the 
opinion of Dr. Poling, that it may very 
soon become the difference between de- 
feat and victory. He declared that

It is taken 
from a letter just received from Mr. 
Gilea, secretary of the Authors’ club, 
London, England. I wrote him that 
while there was much dissatisfaction in 
the United States, it was not because 
we were in the war, but because we had 
not got into it earlier and were not get- 
ting into it much faster. He replied: 
“It is pleasant to us to know that the 
preliminary list of members who are on 
active service has been of interest to 
you. I can assure you that there is 
no fault-finding criticism in this country 
regarding the way in which America is 
organizing to come into the conflict. We 
are full of admiration for the manner 
in which drastic changes have been made 
in the life of American citizens in order 
to expedite victory. The fact that your 
ancestors fought against our own in two 
wars adds to the pride which we now 
feel that the United States of America— 


-who have always upheld what they con- 


sider the cause of righteousness—have 
joined the entente in repressing the sci- 
entific barbarity of Prussia. 

“ We who are so much nearer the great 
conflict and have to endure raids at 
night from the enemy realize that al- 
though much good may come ultimately 
out of the war, there ia yet a great deal 
to be endured before peace can again be 
enjoyed. 

“With the help of the great republic 
of America, we hope that peace will be 
brought now appreciably nearer to us.”

The United States government some 
years ago experimented dnd encour- 
aged experiment on this subjéct, hav- 
4ng in mind the loss in nutritive value 
by different methods of preparation 
and boiling. ‘Such things may stem 
not to concern the ordinary cook, but 
they do, because in general the same 
things that. cause loss in nutritive 
value affect the flavor and quality of 
the potato, and so the work it can do, 
‘or the results when it is used with 
flour or meals. 


If we read Miss ‘Warnerd * definitions, 
back from mashed potato to riced po- 
tato and then to boiled, we see this 
fact shown up. Here they are: 

“Mashed potato—To five riced po- 
tatoes add three tablespoons of butter, 
one teaspoon of salt, a few grains of 
pepper, and one-third cup of hot milk; 
beat with a fork until creamy, reheat, 
and pile lightly on a hot dish. 

“Riced potatoes—Force hot. boiled 
potatoes through a potato ricer or 


in hot vegetable dish. 

“Boiled potatoes—Select potatoes of 
uniformy size. . Wash, pare, and drop 
at once in cold water to prevent dis- 
colération; soak one-half hour in the 
fall and one or two hours in winter 
and spring: Cook in boiling . salted 
water until soft, which is easily deter- 


seven potatoes allow one tablespoon 
of salt and boiling water to cover. 
Drain from the water and keep ur- 
covered in a warm place until serving 
time. Avoid sending to the table in a 
covered vegetable dish. In boiling 
large potatoes it often happeng. that 
er outside is soft while the center is 
rdone. To finish cooking with- 
pa the potatoes breaking apart, add 
one pint of cold water, which dri 
the Heat to the center, thus accom 
plishing the reese a tke | 

Mrs. Rorer vonnndndeniie bofling po- 
tatoes rapidly for ten minutes,“ and 
then cook at the boiling point until 
the potatoes are nearly done; add a 
cup of cold water—this will cool the 
surface, allowing the center to cook a 
moment longer and making the pota- 
toes mealy to the center.” 

\}How to boil a potato might be an- 
swered in a hundred different ways, 
according to the authority we consult- 
ed and followed. A great deal depends 
on the boiling when we. come to the 
question of the mashing. 

Mrs. Janet McKenzie Hill rices boiled 
potatoes, seasons them, and then beats 
them until light and fluffy, and calls 
the result mashed potato. To eight 


tablespoons of butter, half a teaspoon 
of salt, and ut half a cup of hot 
milk or cream. She calls riced pota- 
toes those which were first riced, sea- 
soned, beaten, and then riced again,

Through thege recipes so far has run 
an uncertain quantity. ‘Neither five 
potatoes nor eight potatoes are accur- 
ate measures. Mrs. Lincoln does bet- 
ter for us on the mashed potato ques- 
tion. She says: “To one pint of hot 
boiled potatoes add oné tablespoon of 
butter, half a teaspoon of salt, half a 
saltspoon of pepper, and hot milk or 
cream to moisten. Mash in the kettle 
in which they were boiled and beat 
with a fork until light and creamy.” 
But she has added one uncertainty 
to the uncertain moisture.in the potato 
—milk to moisten: And here we are 
but just started in our discussion.
